be  flashed  on  a screen.  After  the 
demolition  of  the  sandwiches  and  ice 


Each  member  of  the  Engineering 
Society  shall  go  to  the  polling  station 
for  his  year,  where  he  shall  receive 
the  proper  ballots  from  the  Returning 
Officer  and  have  his  name  checked  off 
by  the  scrutineer.  After  marking  his 
ballots  carefully  he  shall  return  it  to 
the  Returning  Officer  who  shall  deposit 
it  in  the  ballot  box. 

The  Hare-Spence  Ssytem  of  voting 
is  used.  In  this  system  of  counting 
the  voter  marks  opposite  the  name  of 
the  candidate  for  whom  he  wishes  to 
vote,  the  figure  1,  while  opopsite  his 
second  choice  for  office  he  marks  the 
figure  2,  and  opposite  his  third  choice 
the  figure  3,  and  so  on.  It  is  essen- 
tial that  the  voter  marks  a figure  be- 
side every  candidate’s  name  or  the 
ballot  will  not  be  valid. 

When  the  number  of  “first  choices” 
are  added  the  candidate  with  the  low- 
est number  goes  out  and  his  “second 
choices”  are  distributed  amongst  the 
other  candidates,  counting  as  firsts. 
This  method  of  elimination  is  followed 
until  only  two  candidates  are  left  and 
the  one  with  the  largest  number  of 
votes  is  declared  elected.
